Documents 1-8 do not disclose cosmetics which show 
moisture dispelling properties and contain constituents 
(A) to (E) below: (A) a non-volatile oil which has a 
kinematic viscosity of 5-1000 mm 2 /s at 25°C, (B) a water- 
repellent resin powder with a primary particle size in the 
range 2-20 \xm, (C) an oil-soluble silicone resin, (D) a 
volatile solvent other than water with a boiling point of 
200 °C or less at 1 atmosphere, and (E) a pigment given a 
water repellent surface treatment, in the specified 
proportions. Moreover, due to this feature the inventions 
in the present application offer the advantageous effects 
of stability such that dispelling of moisture is not 
temperature dependent, excellent durability and feel, and 
a long-term persistent UV protecting effect.
